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Yet Another Path Enlightenment 
grammatical 
spiritual journey 


I try to reinvent myself every few months. Call it trying 
to revive the spirit of New Year's resolutions. I came up 
with a lengthy list of ways to improve my life: eat better, 
sleep more, call my mom, teach my boyfriend the word 
“mature,” etc. Better grammar didn’t make the cut, but 
Lawrence A. Weinstein says it should in his book Grammar 
for the Soul: Using Language for Personal Change . 

The book is “meant for people who . . . like to have 
their consciousness of life’s big questions refreshed,” says 
Weinstein. “In one sense . . . it is a spiritual inventory.” 
Or, as he writes in the introduction, “Grammar can be- 
come place get spiritual shape.” this not just 
another book about love for the English language. You 
get a workout (and an uplift), as well. 

To say the least, I was skeptical. I don’t go to the 
gym, never mind give brain workout. write and 
edit all day; the last thing I expected to need was more 
grammar. 

“Crammiar can augment or support a person’s effort at 
self-improvement,” says Weinstein. Citing 35 individual 
grammatical elements (colons, commas, ellipses, dashes, 
future tense, active voice — you get the picture), he argues 
that, when properly applied, these things can “enlarge 
ourselves,” enabling us to “become more creative, more 
assertive, more generous, etc.” 

Okay, but how? Well, for example, let’s take the 
colon. Two simple dots, one atop the other, can signify 
authority and reinforce assertiveness. Favored by E. B. 
White and William Strunk, the well-known authors of 
The Elements of Style, the colon demands attention and can 
provide valuable or useful information by summing up a 
situation for the listener. Look: I'm already exercising and 
building my confidence. 

“Every attribute a person might desire to develop — 
from decisiveness in an emergency to trust and generosity 
and the ability to tolerate uncertainty — stands to benefit 
from changes in one’s verbal conduct,” writes Weinstein. 
It would also be helpful if you embrace that change. 

How do you know you're on the grammatical path to 
spiritual fulfillment? “The measure has to be internal,” 
says Weinstein. “Progress would mean feeling more fully 
realized as a human being, more nearly one’s ‘better self.’” 

I certainly want to meet my better self, so for now, I'll 
stick with becoming more assertive. Weinstein re 
inking in the active voice. Instead of saying, 
s where I'll spend my time today,” I'll say, “I've 
contribute to the company and go to work to- 
day.” That sounds so much more positive; I feel pretty good 
about myself. Much more confident. Looks like I'm on my 
way. My boss can thank me later, perhaps with a raise.

THOUGH THE PRESS 
BARACK OBAMA SUPPORTERS 
OFTEN MAINTAIN THE OPPOSITE, 


the rough-and-tumble standards 
American politics, Hillary Clinton 
really hasn’t run that tough a cam- 
paign against the Illinois senator. She’s 
broadcast very few negative ads. Her 
critiques, until recently, have focused 
primarily on Obama's electability. Her 
attacks her opponent have 

nostly backfired, generating far more 
negative reaction than positive. In fact, 
most Obama’s problems the cam- 
paign trail have come from stories ema- 
nating from the press the Jeremiah 
Wright controversy and his own remarks 
before supporters San Francisco being 
two examples. And, of course, Obama 
keeps losing key primaries, which isn’t 
doing him any favors. 

But there is one Clinton line of attack 
that does have the potential seriously 
undermine the Obama effort. She has 
begun try emasculate Obama 
portraying him, in so many words, as a 
wimp. 

Look the recent poses Clinton has 
adopted: she downs drinks at a bar, 
wields baseball bats at rallies, and con- 
stantly uses the combative metaphors 
of sports. She demands more debates, 
while Obama ducks them. Her most 
successful negative ad (the “3 am” com- 
mercial) accuses Obama of not being 
able to keep us safe, which is, after all, 
the traditional male role. 

contrast, while Clinton wants 
keep fighting, Obama speaks of a politics 
peace both literally Iraq and 
home with end partisanship. He’s 
never had any relationship with the mil- 
itary and, when it comes to sports, er, 
even though he’s claimed he could dunk 
in high school and he did work out with 
the University of North Carolina men’s 
hoops team this week, he bowled that 
disastrous, gutter-ball-plagued 37. 

Given the history American politics, 
this is not a helpful trend for Obama, 
especially since, in his autumn effort to 
become our next commander in chief, 
he’il going against war hero. 


BOYS’ CLUB 

Like it or not, there’s always been a 
strong macho element American 
politics. It began, naturally, in the days 
when women couldn't vote, voting often 
took place saloons, and participa- 
tory politics bore more than passing 
resemblance spectator sports. Thus, 
as early as 1824, partisans of Andrew 
Jackson were criticizing the ef- 


feminacy of John Quincy Adams, a line 
attack that continued another form 
against Jackson’s successor, Martin Van 
Buren, in 1840, where he was portrayed 
as “Little Van — the used up man.” (His 
sin was that enjoyed fancy clothes 
and taking baths indicating, noth- 
ing else, that Americans have always 
enjoyed focusing kind personal 
politics that the present Democratic 
front-runner seems find distasteful.) 
Things have changed since then, but 
despite women’s suffrage and the femi- 
nist movement, they haven’t changed 
all that much. George Washington (the 
father of the country — we presumably 
didn’t need a mother) began the trend 
that military service and heroism are 
helpful prerequisites for the presidency, 
and they still are. Remember that Bill 
Clinton was the first candidate since 
Calvin Coolidge elected to the presidency 
without any kind of military service or 
connection to a war effort. Still, distaste- 
ful as it may seem, he was able to secure 
his masculine street cred through his 
well-publicized “eye for the ladies” 
trait that many thought would wreck his 
candidacy but also enabled him to over- 
come doubts about his “softness.” 
Which brings back Obama. 
true that American culture and politics 
are changing, and that Obama may be 
the harbinger of not only a biracial but 
a “feminizing” trend, brought on by the 
huge gender shifts American life. Still, 


that feminizing our politics likely 
welcomed far more the young than 
the old, which helps explain, again, why 
Obama appeals much less elderly 
voters than the young.

WHEN WORKS, usually don’t 

notice. But when doesn’t, our reac- 
tion swift and severe.

the legislature created a new mechanism, 
dubbed “Forward Funding,” that required the 
T to fund itself with 20 percent of state sales- 
tax revenues, well levies cities and 
towns, and made the agency responsible for 
mal ig its own debts. 

At the time, forcing the T to live within 
its means seemed like prudent fiscal policy.

for about $1.8 billion worth projects 
linked to the Big Dig. (The Conservation Law 
Foundation had sued Massachusetts, con- 
tending that the Big Dig violated the Clean 
Air Act; the state responded by agreeing to 
offset Big pollution with sundry 
improvements public transportation.) 
Coupled with already-existing debts, 
these commitments put the total debt 
burden at about $5 billion, sans inter- 
est, which about where remains. 
Meanwhile, because sales-tax revenues 
haven't risen the way they were supposed 
to, T revenues haven't, either. As a result, 
roughly 27 cents of every dollar the T now 
spends goes toward paying off its debt. Put 
differently, the T currently spends as much 
each year debt service gathers sub- 
way and bus fares — which, for their part, 
keep going up and up. 


NEXT STOP: BETTER 

When Crabauskas took over at the T in May 
2005, he had a reputation as a management 
wunderkind who'd transformed the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles (RMV) from miserable cess- 
pool into reasonably pleasant destination. 
(Crabauskas headed the RMV from 1998 
2003; after running unsuccessfully as a Re- 
publican candidate for treasurer 2002, 
was Mitt Romney's transportation secretary 
from ‘03 to 'os, in which capacity he chaired 
the MBTA’s board of directors.) 

Three years later, Crabauskas’s efforts 
the generated the same sort 
acclaim that his work the RMV did. 
But there is a sense, among outside observers 
of the agency, that he’s been making the best 
of a bad situation. 

“You have to look at what Dan Crabauskas 
has inherited,” argues Eric Bourassa, an 
advocate with the Massachusetts Public 
Interest Research Croup who co-chairs the 
T’s Rider Oversight Committee. “Their hands 
are tied when comes finances. But when 
it comes to rider experience and customer 
service, | would definitely say that Dan and 
the management have been moving toward 
tter place.” Some examples: the introduc

(ACE), and the head of ACE’s T Riders’ Union, 
makes similar argument. (The core prem- 

ise of the T Riders’ Union is that the MBTA 
and the state have failed low-income an 
nonwhite riders by forcing them to rely inor- 
dinately on buses, which are both slower and 
dirtier than the subway.) “Under the circum- 
stances,” says Matsueda, “with the massive 
debt that's crippling the T, we think the 
general manager has made some progress.”

Introduced as Senate amendments, they 
sought prohibit the MBTA from signing 
any bargaining agreement without a 25-year 
requirement for pension eligibility. 
The amendments would also require MBTA 
retirees under age 65, who now get free 
health-care coverage, to contribute 15 percent 
of those costs — as most other state employ- 
ees do. Other pieces would have changed the 
process for workers’-compensation and 
disability-retirement benefits.

And their datedness all the more appar- 
ent now that the MBTA has spent three 
years — and counting — and $31 million 
to renovate Kenmore Station, and espe- 
cially when compared with the gleaming 
behemoth above ground: DiMella Shaffer’s 
handsome bus depot, a structure that looks 
like the shiny spine and rib cage some 
unearthed futuristic fossil. (Thankfully, the 
ragged plastic wrapping that 
hung from the thing for 
many months like unsightly 
flayed skin has finally been 
stripped off.) 

But new is not always bet- 
ter. In the under-reconstruc- 
tion Station, for 
instance, the abraded walls 

show through with mosaic 
signs from the early part 
the 2oth century, imparting 
a sort of wistful nostalgia for 
simpler times. Meanwhile, 
in the AQUARIUM Station, 
which underwent massive 
renovations in 2004, its til 
walls — slashed haphazardly 
with geometric swathes 
black, dotted here and there with a soupcon of 
pink or blue — are not very pretty. It’s unclear 
whether the MBTA-hired tiler meant to emu- 
late Mondrian, say, or Van der Leck. Either 
way, these eyes, they’re garish and grating. 

Much more successful are the new Silver 
Line stations, such as COURTHOUSE and WORLD 
TRADE CENTER — both, perhaps not coinci- 
dentallv. stops that offer close access the 
Institute of Contemporary Art. The former 
glimmering edifice crisp and clean 
modernity, its walls bedecked with an order- 
ly matrix of scintillating, distressed steel 
plates. The latter, with subtle nod its sea- 
side location, is decorated with minimalist 
wave-like ripples hole-pocked metal. 


Elsewhere the lines, the mood 
ancient, not modern. In the lower level of 
PARK STREET, wood-carved hand hung 
above the Red Line tunnel, extending two 
fingers in wordless blessing — it’s as if it was 
plucked from some saintly statue Reims 
Notre Dame. And upstairs mosaic worthy 
Byzantine gems like the Hagia Sophia 
detailed tableau depicting the creation the 
first subway station, spangled with fossilized 
tools, its deep tunnels hinting at mystery. 

A few blocks away, STATE Station accom- 
plishes something more unique: communi- 
cating certain arty without even mean- 
ing to. Its walls are severe, rough concrete, 
timeworn and austere. Its exposed brick and 
steel girders remind one place like Mass 
MoCA, which transformed an erstwhile 
industrial space into home for modern art. 
Indeed, a glance at the screen in the corner, 
broadcasting constant loop grainy surveil- 
lance footage, might recall video-installation 
piece by Nam June Paik or Gary Hill. 

Similarly, perhaps the boldly lettered 
signs the SOUTH STATION Silver Line stop 
white placards emblazoned with urgent com- 
muniqués, such NOT CROSS AIRPORT 
BUS END PLATFORM, punctuated with 
a jaunty red arrow — are simply utilitarian 
modes public communication. are they 
sly plays Dadaist semiotic experiments 
the works Ruscha? 

Further the Red Line, the big colleges 
make their presences felt. KENDALL, the sta- 
tion bedecked panels telling the MIT story 
in the format of the Periodic Table. (Kendall 
also home. famously. the kinetic-sound 
sculpture, which passengers the plat- 
form can use crank coax tones from 
hammers and heavy steel beams suspended 
between the tracks.) At HARVARD SQUARE, 
meanwhile, the walls are simply splashed 
with powerful crimson-hued paint. 

The station at PORTER SQUARE is filled

with art. The long escalator one three 
necessary to ascend to the towering kinetic- 
wind sculpture outside strewn with 
lost gloves, socks, bronzed petrified per- 
manence, shiny spots where they’ve been 
grazed by millions upon millions of passing 
fingers.

But, again, these sculptural pieces have 
been place for years, not decades. How 
about something fresh? the recently 
renovated CHARLES/MGH stop, light and 
airy breezeway makes fine use of the sun’s 
luminosity, shining through the “Local Art 
Global Heart” installation, a series of 20 trans- 

ucent Plexiglas paintings, woven through 
with recycled materials, created by students at 
the Advent School this past spring. 

That all stands stark contrast with the 
Orange Line, many terminals of which have 
little art. The depths the BACK BAY 
terminal are oppressively dark and spartan. 
The MASSACHUSETTS AVENUE stop least has 
some natural light, but the walls are spread 
over with ugly, industrial grating. RUGGLES 
and ROXBURY CROSSING, more of the same. 
JACKSON SQUARE, too. Upstairs, outside nine 
Orange Line stations, granite monoliths stand 
inscribed with text, erected in 1987 as part of 
the “Boston Contemporary Writers” project. 
But inside, the terminals are all but barren. 

Why? One hopes, course, that this 
dearth has nothing with the poorer 
status the neighborhoods 
which these Orange Line stops are situ- 
ated. But one also wonders whether the 
could allocate few thousand bucks from the 
many millions it’s spending on station reno- 
vations outfit the Orange Line with the 
sort art that’s found Cambridge and 
the foot Beacon Hill. 

least, little further on, GREEN 
STREET, there are Virginia sculp- 

ures: sharp, tight-wire mesh folded into 
jagged geometric forms. And, housed 
an extension of the station, there’s AXIOM 
Gallery. For years prior, that space was occu- 
pied by Green Street Gallery, founded by 
James Hull, who had the just-crazy-enough 
to-work idea establishing nonprofit art 
showcase in a subway station. Now, with 
Heidi Kayser and Phaedra 
AXIOM Gallery, the space has found a worthy 
successor, a spot “dedicated exclusively to 
showcasing emerging and established artists 
working new media.” 

Not every MBTA station has art- 
rich as Green Street, of course. But it would 
be nice to have some visual element in every 
counteract the industrial drabness 
of the subterranean murk. 

In her 1958 novel The Bell, Iris Murdoch 
writes character visiting museum 
visited times before, gazing upon 
“pictures were almost familiar 
her her own face.” the quotidian com- 
muter, much the T’s stabs visual bliss 
can feel bit like that. 

Murdoch describes her protagonist, “pass- 
ing between them calm descend- 
ing her.” Trundling through underground 
tunnels, one expects lulled into 
pleasant reveries. But might not bad 
idea replace some the older works say, 
the ones that pre-date the most recent Celtics 
championship with some new ideas.

Groundwater levels are declining for several 
reasons, but one is the leaky MBTA system 
Rainwater that should be staying in the ground 
is instead dripping into MBTA tunnels in the 
Back Bay, South End, and elsewhere, where it 
gets pumped away to keep the tracks dry. 

So, instead of replenishing, the groundwa- 
ter drops — leaving exposed the wood pilings 
holding up the city’s buildings.

That might be overly optimistic. Once 
design begins, the cost estimate could easily 
change even double, warns one source, who 
doesn't want to be named casting gloom on 
the welcome progress. The MBTA isn't exactly 
flush with extra cash to pour into the project 

Construction could be tricky and disrup 
tive, too. The cut-off wall would go underneath 
Berkeley and Chandler Streets in the South 
End — site of the Chandler Inn and other build 
ings, along with their attendant underground 
utilities and other impediments to dropping 
a wall into the ground. The pumping system 
must run along Chandler Street and Columbus 
Avenue, eventually winding to a Follen Street 
pumping station. This will serve primarily to 
secure the corridor on the south side of the 
Turnpike. The Back Bay on the river side — and 
Beacon Hill, Chinatown, the North End, and Fort 
Point — will require other plans 

Still, the MBTA’s commitment is a hue 
step forward — and an acknowledgement that 
groundwater levels are a major public issue 
deserving of large-scale solutions. Who will 
pay for those remains open for argument

0) We walked into Lobby the same day 
he Boston Globe's critic slammed the 
place — meaning, she gave it only one star. 
As with many rating systems, the Globe's 
now has such a steep bell curve that its 
four-star system really amounts to only 
two: two and three stars. Lobby was the 
exception. That review also reported that 
one of the garnishes actually tasted bad, 
which the Globe is usually loath to say. 

So the question was, how much could 
Lobby fix in one day? 

The answer proved to be: not all that 
much. It cut down on some of the over 
salting. It fixed a dish or two. But a core 
complaint — that the menu lists ingredients 
that diners can’t taste — remained. In some 
areas, I disagreed with the other paper's as- 
sessment. The Globe thought the 20-by-20-foot 
room with a muted TV tuned to sports was 
“deftly designed,” for instance; we thought 
otherwise. It also thought the noise level was 
not a problem for conversation and — what'd 
you say? — we measured mid-8os decibels on 
techno-reggae and asked for the music to be 
turned down. (Then when Otis Redding came 
on, we regretted it.) 

But enough about the atmosphere and 
on to the food. The breadbasket was heated 
French bread rolls, cut into pieces: crude 
but pleasant. My favorite appetizer was 
jerk-spiced shrimp included on a $40 three- 
course prix fixe. Here, the under-use of 
garnish ingredients was a fine idea because 
the milder jerk spices didn’t overwhelm 
the nicely sautéed shrimp. Soup of the day 

varies; also on a $40 prix fixe) was squash 
and ginger; the ginger flavor was stronger. 
Similarly, tuna tartare ($14) tasted mostly 
of capers. A trio of fritters ($12) — perhaps 
from a new batch, since the other review 
slammed it — was pretty successful, 
though the codfish balls might have been 
even better. Of the other two, a conch 


fritter with herbs was nice but chewy, and 
a corn fritter was perhaps too simple. The 
dip was spicy tomato. 

Spicy barbecue beef ($10), which the Globe 
thought was “good. . . . flavorful,” I found 
to be dangerously tough. As in, it could bea 
choking hazard for those who bite too much 
off of the sticks that come arranged in a tri- 
pod. The meat had more chew than flavor, 
and no evident marinade or taste of the fire. 
Barbecue sauce had been added at the end, 
but it would've been better to stick with the 
competent peanut sauce. 

My favorite entrée was grilled salmon from 
the tasting menu, served with a passion- 
fruit sauce and a terrific vegetable hash with 
some tropical roots mixed in. | like the grilled 
swordfish kabobs ($25), too, except for some 
uncooked wine in the couscous with raisins. 
Then there was the roasted Cornish hen off 
the tasting menu. The Globe found there to 
be too much salt in the stuffing (l agree to an 
extent), and thought a fake-tasting chicken 
stock dominated the risotto (fixed by the time 
I got there). Hardly any restaurants have the 
resources to make real stock these days, so the 
usual fix for risotto is lots of cheese. Not here. 
The stuffing was studded with chorizo, which 
was too salty and spicy in this context. The 
hen was cooked correctly, so its just-slightly- 
gamier flavor, still closer to chicken than even 
turkey, was evident. 

Filet mignon ($32) with potato croquettes 
was handled just right, except for excess salt 
on the otherwise terrific broccolini. Pan- 
seared cod ($26) was also a hearty if simple 
dish, with roasted fingerling potatoes and 
sautéed greens. Then there was the “Porcini- 
Encrusted Lamb Chops, Pomegranate Claze, 
Whipped Purple Potatoes, Roasted Root Veg- 
etables, Dried Fruit Relish” ($35). Don't be 
frightened. The glaze and the crust are sub- 
liminal. What you get are two double baby 
lamb chops, cooked to order (medium rare) 


with mashed potatoes (they do look purple) 
and baby carrots. The dried fruit are apricots 
and raisins. You can just ignore them. 

If you ignore the menu prose, you have 
some prosaic but sound entrées. What goes 
well with the prosaic? Wine, which can be 
overwhelmed by too many spices or sauces. 
Lobby has a satisfying list, well served in 
oversize glasses. But ordering by the glass 
has risks when you're dining early — name- 
ly, you risk getting a glass from yesterday’s 
bottle. This may have been the case with a 
2005 Vidal Fleury Cétes du Rhéne ($8/glass; 
$30/bottle), which had dark fruit but was 
hot with extra alcohol, and even with a 2005 
Acacia “A” pinot noir ($10/$40), a red wine 
that should show better. A 2006 Veramonte 
sauvignon blanc ($8/$32) was delicious, crisp 
with pineapple and spicy aromas. It’s a Chil- 
ean white that tasted like good New Zealand. 

Tea ($4) is made from bags (okay, sa- 
chets), but in a pot. Decaf coffee ($3) is where 
coming early gets you the fresh cup. Desserts 
are fairly decent — though, again, the kitch- 
en doesn’t balance flavors well, and some get 
lost. Pear-ginger tarte “tain” ($9; they meant 
“Tatin”) tastes more like ginger-pear, but the 
pastry is wonderfully flaky and the créme- 
fraiche ice cream is pleasantly sour with the 
caramelized fruit. Fig bread pudding ($8) just 
needs more figs or more fig sauce. But the 
flavors in the chocolate bourbon pecan pie 
($9) seem to cancel each other out. | found 
the homemade ice-cream sandwich trio ($10) 
hard to eat, except for the burnt-sugar ice 
cream between the molasses cookies. All of 
the cookies were too crisp, so I couldn't eat 
them as sandwiches without dripping a lot. 

Service was relaxed and attentive, which 
indicates that there were no apparent nerves 
about the day’s bad review — though there 
were lapses between courses. The room is 
like a sushi bar; perhaps this is what design- 
ers do with small spaces. 

As for the Globe's review, it suggested 
that Lobby stick with bar food. | think Lobby 
should just simplify its menu descriptions, 
hold the salt and exotics, and focus on food 
that goes with wine. Then pick one dessert 
and pumpitup.

WITH THE JOB MARKET FLUX, HOW CAN COLLEGES 
PREPARE STUDENTS FOR ANY CAREER? 


_BY F.S. WOLFE 


Google it, and find the prediction 
takes various forms: fifth/a quarter/a 
third all jobs that people will doing 


15/20/25 years have yet conceived, the 
job you’re doing now exist years, 

not the way you now. Pinning down 
percentages and time frames almost beside 
the point. can all name jobs that have become 
endangered extinct the past couple 


decades: film projectionist, typesetter, 
computer programmer. the other 
hand, in 1985 who was a Web designer, 
barista, personal trainer, or blogger? 

It’s news that occupations come 
and and change. What new how 
fast the job market seems chang- 
ing. Take, for example, the now-you- 
see-them/now-you-don’t phenomenon 
thousands jobs lost outsourc- 
ing. Careerplanner.com says nowadays 
it’s not uncommon for someone to have 
five careers over a lifetime; it doesn’t say 
whether that’s voluntarily or not. 

Can you educate people to be ready for 
new jobs and career changes? How many 
freshmen picking major will have 
retool by the time they finish school, 
never mind in five or 10 years? 


CONSTANT CHANGE 

“My father worked 45 years for one com- 
pany, buc those days are gone,” says Fred 
Foulkes, director Boston Universi- 
ty’s Human Resources Policy Institute. 
Foulkes has changed course few times 
his own career, moving from econom- 


ics to labor relations to human resources.

papers. I feel I can get my head around a 
situation, organize a project, work with 
group people.” 

BU’s Foulkes elaborates on Palomo’s 
ideas what's really valuable about 
college education.

Mary Cleary, CEO and president 
the boutique employment firm Cleary 
Consultants, calls that kind thinking 
“Me Inc.” In her 25 years in the place- 
ment business, Cleary’s not only seen 
jobs come and go, she’s also seen chang- 
es in how people do their jobs.

Even so, the game has always 
been hard to come by, and both 
home editions still fetch high prices 
eBay. Now, thanks 
Xbox Live Arcade service, a high-definition 
remake available for download rea- 
sonable price. Those who missed the 
first, second, and third times can discover 
what the fuss about. 

What distinguishes Ikaruga from most 
shmups the gameplay. Rather than ac- 
quiring weapon and shield upgrades for 
your ship, you change its polarity the 
fly, from white black and then back 
again.

erhaps only the team that tri- 
umphed with Ragtime would at- 
tempt a musical based on Sherley 
Anne Williams's 1986 novel Dessa 
Rose. After all, Ragtime has three 
intersecting stories to work into its swirl 
of narrative and music, whereas this one 
has only two: one of an abandoned wife, 
the other of a female slave sentenced to the 
gallows. Stephen Flaherty & Lynn Ahrens’s 
2005 musical, in its New England premiere 
from New Repertory Theatre (at the Arsenal 
Center for the Arts through May 18), tells 
both. And enriches the material with 
some powerful hymn- and spiritual-based, 
even ragtime-inflected, songs. True, there 
something preachy the musical’s sledge- 
hammer insistence that the horror of slavery 
not disappear from “living memory,” and 
something cheapening in its reduction of 
the yearning for freedom wish upon 
star. But despite its flaws, Dessa Rose packs an 
emotional wallop, especially when the fierce 
Uzo Aduba is throwing the punch. 

“We are descended,” the opening num- 
ber begins, “from a strong line of women.” 
Two them, the Caucasian Ruth and the 
African-American Dessa Rose, proceed to 
narrate the story of their intersection one 
summer in the 1840s. Ruth was a disap- 
pointed Charleston belle, waltzed off her 
feet gambler, then left mind his 
half-completed rural estate and their in- 


fant daughter. Dessa Rose, 16-year-old 
slave who lashed out when her lover was 
killed their nasty master, proceeded 
lead uprising that got her sentenced 
the gallows. 

Moldering cellar cell until her baby 
(valuable property) could born, Dessa 
Rose shared her story with a white jour- 
nalist before a jailbreak brought her to the 
farm absently presided over the passive 
Ruth that had become a refuge for run- 
away slaves. Initially resentful and mis- 
trustful, the two young women eventually 
became part of a dangerous money-mak- 
ing scheme that involved the bogus sale, 
escape, and resale of their mostly black 
contingent. Stooped and barking, the el- 
derly Ruth and Dessa Rose tell the story, 
which is enacted by the same actresses as 
their younger selves. 

The double skein can confusing, 
and with time out for some powerful mu- 
sic making, the tale necessarily becomes 
sketchy, the two main characters turning 
dime from trash-talking competitors 
bonded co-conspirators. But there are some 
powerful performances and gorgeous voices 
deployed New Rep, where Rick Lombar- 
do’s production unfolds multi-level 
structure of slats backed by vivid skies. And 
there are couple knockout numbers, 
the better of them being the first-act finale, 
“Twelve Children,” in which Aduba’s Dessa 
Rose sings her infant daughter about her 
own mother’s brood, the sold, the dead, 
the escaped, each etched name that 
“living memory” oft evoked.

Let’s undo the movies 


Chantal Akerman plays with your mind MIT’s List Center

“CHANTAL AKERMAN:

At the movies, you know your place. Despite 
lacking any overt ritualistic rigmarole, a 
visit the cinema remains one the most 
cooperatively ordered experiences one can 
have with a piece of art. (Tell that to the jerk 
with the Nextel down in front!) As viewers, 
accept the proposed duration our stint 
the seats; the gleaming rectangle gathers 
our visions; the strategically plotted arc 
the story guides through the surrounding 
darkness; and the dawn of the credits ad- 
journs us back into the unordered world. We 
know our parts more deeply than the actors 
gaze upon; and though together form 
a kind of narrative construction crew, we ac- 
tually have very little work do. 

those collective behaviors inspired 
and demanded by the cinema of its wit- 
nesses are, in essence, its very boundaries, 
Belgian-born filmmaker and video artist 
Chantal Akerman could considered 
smuggler — stealing the visual vernacular 
and experiential physics the movies and 
repurposing them into wholly and newly 
spatialized forms. Sound like fun? 

This week, the first museum survey 
exhibition of Akerman’s work comes to 
the MIT List Visual Arts Center, and as 
nondescript the title “Moving Through 
Time and Space” might appear, provides 
a solid theoretical foundation from which 
approach the often unsure footing her 
work. Conceived somewhere between the 
poles the cinema and the ever-burgeon- 
ing field video installation, her work 
has the benefit of many familiar canonical 
reference points to help you keep your bear- 
ings: the inter-subjectivity of Dan Craham, 
the epic structuralism of Michael Snow, the 
filmic portraiture Cindy Sherman. Still, 
Akerman’s knack for making strange 
our engagement with time and space (or, 
loosely transposed, film and visual art) that 
makes this collection of works a must-see. 

Not mention must-stay. 

“When you see Akerman’s films, they are 
demanding in a very particular way,” List 
curator Bill Arning tells me. “There may. 
instance, be a shot that’s held long enou 
to lead to very uncomfortable feelings. She’s

ant her viewers’ passivity anything, 
the works require (or, at least, deserve) an 
atypically active approach viewership.

The selection, 
arrangement, and timing these pieces 
such that the dedicated and/or curious can 
enjoy meaningful experience the entire 
show three hours and Akerman has 
made single films longer than that. 

Apart from its own merits as a survey, 
“Moving Through Time and Space” serves 
a worthy finale for the List’s three-part series 
addressing the expanding realm video in- 
stallations. Last year’s group show, “Sound- 
ing the Subject/Video Trajectories,” was an 
ample primer; the subsequent solo exhibi- 
tion David Claerbout explored his blurring 
still photos and video. Here, 
installation work reveals not only an artist 
with an uncanny talent for wild (if subtle) 
experimentation via seemingly mainstream 


means but also complete reconfiguration 
the relationships among viewer, subject, 
and, most forwardly, medium. 

What this selection does not represent 
(neither does purport to) comprehen- 
sive examination of Akerman’s ceuvre. It 
remains seen how undertaking 
like that might even accomplished.

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Even before Katrina wreaked its havoc on 
New Orleans, popular T-shirt proclaimed 
the city “Third World and Proud of It,” and 
numerous more-literary types have long 
referred the “northernmost Carib- 
bean city.” Anyone who has spent time there 
knows the truth of both these claims, how a 
mix crime and culture, poverty and idio- 
syncrasy, distinguishes this Louisiana port 
town. How New Orleans became so distinc- 
tive, however, is another question, one that 
musician and author Ned Sublette attempts 
to answer in his new book. 

Sublette’s thesis, supported exhaus- 
tive research, is that today’s New Orleans 
was shaped the overlapping six cul- 
tures, three open and three shadowed, as 
the French, Spanish, and finally the Ameri- 
cans colonized that bend the Mississippi, 
bringing along enslaved Africans from the 
Senegambia (Senegal River) region, Kongo, 
and Ouidah. 

These influences were consolidated, ac- 
cording to Sublette, by the 1791 revolution 
in Saint-Domingue. As former slaves fought

to establish Haiti, “the second independent 
nation in the hemisphere,” the battles be- 
came mythic, and the legend grew 
the “ghost that haunted New Orleans.” 
Sublette focuses on this revolution as a turn- 
ing point throughout the New World, docu- 
menting how triggered waves immigra- 
tion and reactionary push-back that lasted 
for decades. the time Louisiana achieved 
statehood, in 1812, according to this view, 
the die was cast. The book’s official end 
1819, but Sublette looks farther see that 
culture surviving, and still relevant, Mar- 
di Gras Indians face off even after Katrina. 

Unlike the author's earlier Cuba and Its Mu- 
sic, The World That Made New Orleans examines 
range cultural issues, from the impact

Influences, he notes, 
that often cross-pollinated, the work 
Louis Moreau Gottschalk, the man he calls 
“the most important U.S. com- 
poser,” a man who was raised within hearing 
distance of Congo Square. 

These historical excursions oc- 
casionally double back and join 
up with other references. A good

Dolly Parton rolls out the big guns

olly Parton should run for presi- 
dent. 
She's qualified. For 22 years, 
Parton has led vast commu- 
nity based family values 
and cultural traditions. It’s called Dol- 
lywood, and it has far better thrill rides 
than most American cities. Plus, the 
country-music icon already has her own 
campaign bus, and it’ll pull into Boston 
Tuesday, when Parton and her big 
band play the Opera House behind her 
new Backwoods Barbie (Dolly Records). 

And Parton inspirational speak- 
er. never stop doing and I’ll never 
stop dreaming,” she says when we con- 
nect phone her bus rolls through 
the desert outside Las Vegas. “And be- 
lieve putting shoes dreams, 
if they can’t fly, they can walk.” 

Dolly also knows business. In 1974, 
she refused sign half the rights 
her song Will Always Love You” over 
to Elvis Presley’s manager, Colonel Tom 
Parker requirement for any tune 
cut the King. According the 
Country Music Hall Fame and Mu- 
seum, the megahit has generated more 
than $250 million. 

“I knew it was one of my best songs,” 
she says, “but it wouldn't have mattered 
what song Parker wanted the publish- 
ing on. That’s money I’m earning for 
family. couldn’t give up. was 
already a hit for me, but then after 
Whitney Houston recorded it and I did 
it two more times, once with Vince Gill, 
made gobs money off it.” 

Vast riches aside, there are many rea- 
sons why Dolly should shoot for the Oval 
Office. She proved she was touch with 
the working class with the 1980 movie 
and #1.smash 9to5. And though she 
might not look presidential her mini- 
skirted Pocahontas get-up the leop- 
ard-print V-scoop one-piece she wears 
the cover of her new disc, the media and 
the public both love underdog.

Nonetheless, the 
weeping pedal steel guitar and singing 
Will Forever Hate Roses” channels 
Patsy Cline, and she updates her friend 
Linda Ronstadt’s country version of “The 
Tracks Tears” way that’s truly 
affecting. The other recyclable is “Drives 
Me Crazy,” which Fine Young Cannibals 
made a #1 hit in 1989 as “She Drives Me 
Crazy.” It’s an unlikely choice for Parton, 
but her soaring soprano and the country 
fiddles that replace the electric 
guitars make potential camp classic.

believable when singing about her own 
solitude dancing/spirituality; and despite 
the popular surface appraisal this album 
a booty-jam fest, the message of Hard Candy (if 
there is one) is, as she sings in “Heartbeat,” 
“When dance feel free.” (Echoes “Into 
the Groove”?) Of course, the same song also 
finds Madonna repeating “See my booty get 
down” like a Kabbalan mantra — but it comes 
across more like the matter-of-fact direction 
yoga instructor than actual come-on. 

The simple truth that Madonna’s sexu- 
ality and assertion thereof makes people 
uncomfortable — which has always been the 
point, right? In the early ‘90s, her one-two 
punch of the Erotica album and her Sex book 
seemed produce general fatigue with 
her confrontational gender studies. Perhaps 
that’s because her arch mannerisms and 
precise control make her less 
the classic sense and more of a Laurie Ander- 
son-esque performance artist (albeit one who 
has more Top 10 singles than Elvis). 

Hard Candy could be her most overtly col- 
laborative effort: the stamp the Timber- 
lake/Timbaland team dominates. Not just in 
the production (it’s odd hear artist who 
had the first of many heydays in the early 
singing over music that overtly apes the 
music of the early '8os), but in the vocal jousts 
and rejoinders (it’s also odd to hear a woman 
of Madonna's age repeatedly referred to as 
“girl”) her much younger peers. Madonna’s 
attitude toward this collaboration is summed 
the odd part stuck the middle the 
otherwise awesomely robotic vocoderfest “Give 
It 2 Me” where she just repeats the phrase “get 
stupid” over and over. What might seem like 
Madonna crunk is really the sound of an artist

the set designed in 2002 by Allen 
Moyers not mentioned) for 
Die Entfiihrung aus dem Serail (“The 
Abduction from the Seraglio,” or in plainer 
English, “The Harem Rescue”) — a produc- 
tion shared six opera companies includ- 
ing Boston Lyric Opera, whose current 
English-language revival is at the Shubert 
Theatre through May 6. It’s an expensive, 
elegant set, a lovingly detailed theatrical 
reproduction railway cars the Orient 
Express, the famous train connecting Paris 
and Istanbul, would terrific set for 
Murder on the Orient Express or some spy story. 

But it doesn’t serve Mozart’s youthful 
masterpiece farce and high-minded eth- 
ics. The best comedy is based on logic so 
absolute it becomes absurd; the more seri- 
ously the characters take their plight, the 
funnier the ramifications. But putting 
train opera about Spanish nobleman 
trying rescue his lady from harem 
forces it into a false absurdity. Belmonte’s 
repeated question “Is this the Pasha Se- 
lim’s house?” — makes no sense. (In 1991, 
BLO had the equally cockamamie idea of 
setting Cinderella opera 
boat.) should feeling the danger 
characters powerless position. Can the 
Pasha’s threats execute the lovers carry 
any weight they’re route Paris? The 
elaborate rescue scene itself, a long stretch 
without any music, one the produc- 
tion’s few dead spots. 

Let’s get the worst over with. The as- 
pect James stage business 
that drives me crazy (as it did in BLO’s 
Lelisir earlier this season) that 
he doesn’t trust the music.

“conceptions” are especially unneces- 
sary. The real star not the set but Met 
soprano Mary Donleavy (in her first BLO 
appearance since her glowing Pamina 
back 2000). Her big, warm voice 
to Mozart’s heaviest demands, which in- 
clude two his most challenging arias 
back to back. Early on, the fiendish high 
notes were, though accurate, too loud and 
shrill; but by “Martern aller Arten” (not 
quite high), everything sounded round 
and juicy. And she’s convincing and 
sympathetic actress. Blonde, soprano 
Amanda Pabyan, grad who made her 
Met debut Mozart’s Queen the Night, 
has impressive vocal chops (including 

solid high and lively comic timing. 
But Blonde supposed British, and 
Pabyan’s accent was more Brighton, Mas- 
sachusetts, than Brighton, England. 

The best Belmontes caress every lyric 
note. Norman Reinhardt has pleasant 
voice, but sings were worried 
about audition. Tenor Timothy Oliver 
was enjoying the lighter role Pe- 
drillo. (Where else opera there such 
gorgeous quartet for two sopranos and two 
tenors?) Another alum, bass-baritone 
David Cushing, was audience favorite 
as the comic villain Osmin (his most sub- 
stantial role with BLO). tails and amply 
padded pantaloons, had fun with director 
antics, and negotiated all the 
sub-basement notes. But music 
adds dimensions menace and heartbreak 
the stereotype that Cushing never sug- 


gested. Actor Jim Spencer gives stiff dignity 
to the speaking role of the Pasha, but his 
high-pitched voice seems inappropriate for 
man power. 

Willie Anthony Waters, artistic director 
of Connecticut Opera, and one of the world’s 
few African-American opera conductors, de- 
livered sparkle and tingle, and his sure pac- 
ing went a long way toward counteracting 
Robinson’s lack of musicality. 


Not all “concepts” are misguided. 

Take Sharon Daniels’s staging 
barbiere Siviglia (“The Barber 
Seville”) for the Opera Institute. 
The student singers and orchestra under 
William Lumpkin ranged from fine 
exciting. Italian diction was clearer than 
the BLO’s English. The simple two-level 
set was elegant. Daniels’s inspired idea 
revivify this over-familiar work was 
update old Seville Franco’s Spain 
the 1950s. Meanwhile, pale 18th-century 
“ghosts” the five major characters hover 
the background, sometimes still stat- 
ues, but crucial moments pulling the 
(literal) strings the “living” characters. 
Barbiere usually isn’t about anything other 
than the fun doing it; here was also 
about the relation between “real life” and 
“operatic tradition.” Amid all the hilar- 
ity (which included stunning first-act 
finale involving hula hoops, careering 
spotlights, and characters dancing the 
Charleston and the twist) was something 
chilling and moving. Daniels revealed

productions attempt explore realize. 
Guerilla Opera presented the world 
premiere of Boston composer Andy 
Vores's No Exit, a hair-raising new chamber 
opera based on Sartre's famous one-act play, 
which concludes, “Uenfer, c’est les autres” 
(“Hell is other people”). The play itself is a 
kind operatic trio, with each its three 
characters doomed to spend eternity de- 
manding something from the one person 
who can’t or won't satisfy that need. At 
the Boston Conservatory’s little Zack Box 
Theatre, with Allison Choat’s easy chair 
and two divans demarcating each figure’s 
territory and Sally Stunkel’s powerful block- 
ing, tenor Michael Rausch the coward, 
mezzo-soprano Leslie Ann Leytham the 
lesbian, soprano (and general manager) 
Aliana Guardia the adulterous baby 
killer, and baritone Peter Weathers 
the grinning valet who ushers them into 
Hell sang gnarly, unsettling recita- 
tives with intense passion and cool irony, 
while Kent O’Doherty’s tenor sax (scream- 
ing sweetly flute-like), Elizabeth Holub’s 
grim viola, Eliza Jacques’s gutsy cello, and 
Mike wild sneaky percussion 
revealed their inner hysteria or stymied si- 
lences. Vores created mesmerizing series 
musical extremes (some the scariest 
moments involved long-held notes single 
instruments). I can’t imagine anyone left 
the theater unshaken. 


Violinist Kyoko Takazawa joined Ben- 
jamin Zander’s Boston Philharmonic 
Orchestra in a beautiful and commanding 
performance Violin Concerto No. 
2 (1938 — some people don’t count his first 
concerto, from 30 years earlier and unpub- 
lished his lifetime). When vio- 
linist friend Zoltan Székely asked him for 
piece, first wanted give him set 
variations. The concerto finally 
wrote is actually a fascinating network of 
variations, both within and between move- 
ments, It’s rangy work, both violent and 
exquisitely lyrical, using 12-tone melody 
one movement and tender folk tune 
another. slippery, the perfor- 
mance seemed triumph unification.

It's a bright, blue Friday afternoon, and 
Thalia Zedek hunched over pint 
the Cambridge Brewing Company, looking 
a bit like a grizzled veteran of some sort of 
mythical rock-and-roll war. It’d be great to 
continue that vein contrasting the 
beautiful weather with Zedek’s dark and 
stormy disposition. Then again, maybe not.

Live Skull, then returning to Boston to join 
forces with guitarist Chris Brokaw in Come 
who were hand-picked as an opening act 
y both Kurt and Courtney but never fully 
emerged from Alternative Nation). After a 
good run (four albums in six years), Come 
called quits time for the new millen- 
nium. Brokaw found plenty of work as a 
hired guitarslinger; Zedek slowly graduated 
her solo career. 
More than just Zedek’s singing and 
ngwriting, the one constant has been 
her presence: stoic yet haunted, desperate 
yet never quite despairing, wounded yet 


nt, with a touch of androgyny to top 
it all off. On the first Come album, 1992's

fter days the road promot- 
ing Standard Operating Procedure, his 
film about the Abu pris- 
oner-abuse scandal, Errol Morris 
back his Cambridge office. 
His interrogators from the media have hit 
him with the same difficult questions over 
and over. They haven’t broken him yet, but 
admits he’s getting little “punchy.” 
Now he sits at his desk, on which rests 
a laptop and a mummified chimpanzee 
head. mounted horse’s head hangs the 
wall behind him, and in the corner stands a 
stuffed stork. It’s surprisingly tall. 

Morris has made films about loaded sub- 
jects before: the death penalty (Mr. Death: the 
Rise and Fall of Fred A. Leuchter, Jr.), Vietnam (The 
Fog of War), the mysteries of the universe (A 
Brief History of Time). But never as loaded as the 
shock and awe spread by the 2004 release of 
photos of sexually humiliated and physically 
tortured naked Iraqi prisoners taken the 
MPs guarding them. The woman with the 
leash; the human pyramid; the smile and 
the thumbs-up next ravaged, dead face. 
Images we'd like to forget — and, apparently, 
have.
